REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 19 and 28-30 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior 
art does not teach or suggest a liquid conductive composition for electrolytic use, 
comprising a cobalt salt, a zinc salt, a polar aprotic solvent of said salts and a cobalt 
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ligand. 

The prior art does not contain any language that teaches or suggests the above. 

JP 56-5541 does not teach a polar aprotic solvent of said salts. Therefore, a person 

skilled in the art would not have been motivated to adopt the above conditions, and a 

prima facie case of obviousness cannot be established. 

Claims 20-21 and 24-27 are allowable over the prior art of record because the

prior art does not teach or suggest a process for the electrolytic synthesis of an 
organozinc compound comprising the step of subjecting to an electrolysis on an inert 
cathode a composition comprising a cobalt salt, a zinc salt, a solvent, a cobalt ligand, 
and an organic halide, and recovering said organozinc formed by said electrolysis. 

The prior art does not contain any language that teaches or suggests the above. 
JP 56-5541 does not teach a process for the electrolytic synthesis of an organozinc 
compound. JP 56-5541 teaches coating the mixture onto a support as a film and drying 
to obtain a photosensitive heat-sensitive layer (abstract). Therefore, a person skilled in 
the art would not have been motivated to adopt the above conditions, and a prima facie 
case of obviousness cannot be established.
